M. Rrinnd’a ministerial declaration 
contained a paragraph to the effect 
that the French government insisted 
on the necessity of voting as soon as 
possible the naval program 
laid before 
the chamber by the late ministry . This 
program proposed the immediate con­ 
struction of six vessels with 
a dis­ 
placement of 23.500 tons each and fix- j 
ed the num ber of first class warships 
of less than tw enty y ears’ life that 
France ought to possess in 1920 at 
twenty -eight. 
At present France possesses the Suf- 
fren and six vessels of the Patrie 
class, and in eighteen 
months she 
should have six Dantons in service, 
mak ing thirteen in all, leaving fifteen 
more to be built between 1910 and 
1920. 
Two of these fifteen units have been 
authorized 
for lay ing down. 
They 
figure in the statem ent of new ships 
of 1910 under the names of the Jeati 
B art and the Courbet. 
Their cost is 
estim ated at $13.000,000 each. 
T he navy commission of the cham ­ 
ber, over which M. Delcasse presides, 
has been urging the government to 
lay down two super-Dreadnoughts in 
1911, and the navy departm ent is occu­ 
pied on plans for these two units. 
The 
disposition of the turrets is under con­ 
sideration. whether they shall be axial, 
as In Great Britain, the United States. 
Russia and Italy , or along the axis and 
oi^the sides, as In France, Germany and 
Jupan, or in echelon, as in Argentina, j 
The navy departm ent is understood to 
be in favor of the axial arrangement, 
with two guns to each turret. 
As regards tonnage, the department 
had to consider w hether it would fol­ 
low the example of England in lay ing 
down a warship of 28.000 tons, that of 
Argentina with its Rivadaria, 27,500 
tons, or that of America with 
W y oming. 26.000. 
Questions of ex­ 
pense—not merely of building a $20.- 
000,000 warship, but also of the cost 
of enlarging ports and dock s, which 
would mean a naval budget of $100,- 
000,000—have decided the departm ent 
not to exceed the Jea n B art’s 23.000 
tons. 
T here remains the q uestion of the 
G erm any is about 
to adopt that of 13.38 Inches, which 
England already uses; America has a 
caliber of almost fourteen inches, and 
France therefore cannot remain satis 
fled with ihe twelve inches of the Jean 
B art’s guns, but will adopt the stand 
srd of Kmrland and Germ any .

Plan of Pit. 


Upon one occasion he caused six 
prisoners to be placed in these pits, 
three of them dressed in red in the 
pits numbered 1 2 3, and three more 
dressed in y ellow in the pits num­ 
bered 10, 11, 12. 
The Sultan com­ 
manded his vizier to provide each of 
these prisoners, who were complete 
strangers to one another, with a rifle 
atid five cartridges, and to inform 
them separately that any of 
them 
who could escape alive under the fol­ 
lowing conditions should be set free 
and returned to his own country : 
The three dressed in red were to 
exchange places with the three dress­ 
ed in y ellow, but only one man was to 
move at a time, upon a given signal, 
a bell for the red and a whistle for 
the y ellow. 
Each man could move 
only from the pit in which he stood 
to another pit that he could see in a 
direct line with his own, the passage 
from one pit to another being alway s 
a direct line through the dark. 
As each pit commanded a view of 
two others, each man was told that if 
he saw another man dressed in a dif­ 
ferent color from himself standing in 
any pit he should fire upon him at 
once and kill him or the man whom he 
saw would in turn shoot at him. 
If 
any survived and got to the other side 
of the maze they would be set free. 
This plan having been explained to 
the prisoners before the day set for 
the experiment and each of them hav­ 
ing been provided with a plan of the 
maze it appears that one of them had 
studied out u plan by which they 
might all escape with their lives, and 
when they were placed in the pits, 
the tops of which were open to the 
sky , he called to the others In his own 
language and was delighted to find 
that they all understood him, where­ 
upon he explained his plan and gave 
the word of command to each man as 
to the direction he should take. 
In 
22 moves they had safely changed 
places, no red man having ever seen 
a y ellow man and no two rnen having 
ever been in the same pit at the same 
time. 
How was this accomplished?

LIFTING CATS AND RABBITS 


Mistake to Lift Anim al by Nape of 
Neck Without Supporting Lower 
Part of Body. 


Tt Is a mistaken idea that the proper 
way to lift a full grown cat la by the 
nape of its neck without supporting 
the lower part of Its body with the 
other hand, say s Watchword. 
It Is 
true that the mother cat carries y oung 
kittens by grasping in her mouth the 
loose skin at the back of her off­ 
spring’s neck, but a tiny kitten is a 
very different matter from a large cat. 
and, indeed, the only way to lift 
v 
kitten without squeezing or hurting 
its soft little body is to lift It by its 
neck; but after it has grown larger its 
own weight is too great to be support­ 
ed by such a bit of skin and fur as is 
so grasped by the hand, and many a 
cat suffers perfect tortures by being 
held in this manner, and Is quite help­ 
less to run or struggle, as in such a 
position certain of its muscles cannot 
be controlled, and it is absolutely at 
the mercy of its unconscious tormen­ 
tor. 
The same rule should be observed 
In lifting rabbits by their ears. 
They 
should alway s be partially supported 
by the free hand and not allowed to 
dangle with their whole weight strain­ 
ing from their large but necessarily 
delicate ears.
